The annual prize distribution 
of Kowloon British School took 
place on Monday, Lady Stubbs 
handing , out the awards in 
the presence of a large gather- 
ing of parents and friends 
Among thone pre- 
sent were Sir Robert Ho Tung, 
Hon. Mr. E. A. Ieving (Director 
‘of Education), Hon, Mr. H. E, 
Pollock, Mr. E. Ralpha (Inspector 
of English Schools). 


The Headmaster, Mr. Nighting- 
ale, read his report, as follows. 

During the year 1920 there was a 
great increase in’ the number of. 
children attending this school. In 
January there were 83 on the rol] 
and in December 122. Many left 
the Colony with their parents in 
the early ‘part of the year, but so 
many new pupils were admitted in 
September and October that the 
school became overcrowded.  Al- 
together 166. pupils attended the 
school, 40 more than in 1919, The 
average daily attendance was 72:10 
January, 108 in December, and 87 


during the whole year, an increase} - 


of 16, 
roll, 

There were many changes on the 
staff, several mistresses " being 
transferred to other schools. Some 
resigned and one went on leave, 
Mme. Mouasion joined the stuff os 
KF rench Mistress. 


The discipline and tone of the 
school were good and were highly 
praised by the Inspector of. English 
Schools who visited the schoul on 
several occasions. 

Owing to the great increase in the 
number of children attending the 
school, the old system of placing two 
clusses under the contro) of one 
mistress, possible when ‘numbers 
were small, though wrong from the 
educational statdpoint,—hadtot 
modified where possible. Shortage 
of staff and inadequate accommoda- 
tion, however, militated against 
much improvement in this respect. 
Tho health of the School was good, 
though ‘an epidemic of measles. 
caused a decrease of almost 50 per 
cent in the attendance of certain 


There ‘are to-day 141 on the 


‘| classes during January and Febru- 


ary. 

All were medically examined by 
Dr, Woodman in May and Octo- 
ber and I am .pleaséd to note that 
very few cases of defects were 
reported, and those of‘ very slight 
character. * 

The School Library and Reading 
Room were well supplied with 
books, magazines and illustrated 
papers by Mr Joseph and other 
friends, I desire to thank especially 
Sb.

A Dangerous Practice. 


Chinese Now Year has been 
colebrated by the customary firing 
of many crackers and whilst wo 
have no objection whatover to 
crackers being fired at suitable 
times ond in suitable places we 
wish to express the hope that 
somo stops will be taken to 
prevent the repetition of one very 
dangorous practice that has been 
extremely rife this year. 
The ‘throwing of small. sand 
detonators should be most: 
rigorously suppressed as they 
constitute a grave danger to 
personal safety. In the City on 
Monday night matters wero bad 
onough, but on Tuesday practic- 
ally every Chinese boy thought 
it a huge joke to throw these 
things at passing tramcors, ricks- 
has and inotor cars. We had 
opportunity yesterday of inspect- 
ing many carsin tho local garages 
and they were liberally spattored 
with marks whoro the detonators 
had exploded. ‘The very’ serious 
accidont which occurred.at West 
Point on Tuesday afternoon is 
said to have beon the result of tho 
driver being tomporarily blinded 
with grit from one of those small 
explosive bags, ard tho. wondor 
of it ‘all has beon that more 
accidents havo not occurred. The 
writer himself has seen rickshas 
‘being pelted and the unfortunate 


Jfare has had to shield his eyes 


from the, serious menace 
of flying grit. So far as one could 
see littls was. done to check 
tho throwers, who thought they 
had ‘struck tho funniest thing on 
earth, Cracker-firing with tho 
Chinese is alinost religious and we 
should be sorry to seo it interfered 
with, so long as it does ‘not con- 
stitute a public danger. But our 
native friends should bo taught 
that they have no right to take 
pot-shots at passing vehicles or 
passing’ pedestrians. The simplest 
way of dealing with the matter. is 
to prohibit the manufacture or 
sale of these sand-laden “bombs” 
and confine cracker-firing to the 
legitimate cracker, Even thon, 
there should be serious penaltios 
awaiting. the person caught 
throwing them at vehicles. In the 
case of motor cars the prohibition 
ig especially needed.
